In choosing these 
mouldings we do not want to convey the idea that they cannot 
be used in other periods because all the periods are closely 
interwoven. Their beginning goes back to earlier peoples and 
have been brought down from one period to another with 
changes only in application.

Individual 
likes and dislikes created the styles. 

There are certain forms used in each period and we have pic- 
tured these in our selections.

S~y OING back into the history of the Gothic period we find different historians giving different dates— 
U t he earliest being the year 1108 and then running on down beyond the year 1300. The greatest 
Cy development was during the thirteenth century when there seemed to be a unification of the people to 

one great end. Centralized governments came into being and the people developed rapidly, acquiring wealth, 

intelligence and civic pride. 

The Gothic forms were a development of architecture. Building took on a new meaning. Vaulted arches 
and spires— the "roof of stone and walls of glass" came into being. There is much confusion about the 
development of this period but we find it running through the French, English, German and Italian— each 
giving their own interpretation to it, but all following the same general idea. All phases turn to the use 
of flowers and religious symbolisms. There are the curves, the arches, the trefoil and quatrefoil, triangles, 
religious figures, the crucifix, flowers and natural foliage. 

While the Gothic Period had its greatest development in the thirteenth century we can go back as far as 
800-900 and find many of the forms used, rougher perhaps, but still having the general forms which later 
were developed so beautifully. The principal wood used was oak. 

These few mouldings shown above are true representatives of this period, chosen to give you a general idea 
of the various forms. There are many more on the preceding pages.

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Italian Renaissance Period — 1443^1564

HE dates generally given are 1443 to 1564, though some historians go so far as the year 1730 and 
show the development of the home from the formal Gothic to more Classic styles. We rind the early 
influence in the fabrics woven from designs almost purely Oriental, with great use of animals; these 
in turn being replaced by religious figures, trees, vines and flowers. Carving was the principal ornamenta- 
tion used often colored and gilded, painting and inlays also became prominent and a combination of all were 
lavishly used. Scrolls, flutings, reedings, beadings, carved rosettes and turnings took their places in furni- 
ture and architecture. The chair runners were raised and became stretchers; these changed in shape from 
the plain square designs to twist work and highly floriated flat pieces. Oak and walnut were the principal 
woods used. 

The mouldings chosen for this page follow the patterns of these early Italian carvers. Other patterns of 
similar nature will be found on other pages of this book.

CyT GREATER love of luxury prevailed in this period and we find the furniture and architecture 
taking on a more ornate appearance. Metals and leathers — highly ornamented— were used with 
C-X ^ wood in the making of furniture. Stretchers and columns were carved twist work, rectangular or 
round with flutings. Legs were set in runners or had bun-shaped or claw feet. Chair arms are slightly 
curved and usually end in a scroll. Carved mouldings and rosettes take on such patterns as we show above 
— true representatives of this period. 

In many of the pieces we find extremely fine carvings probably emphasizing the Moorish influence on the 
people. There are many elaborate metal mounts and inlays of precious metals or bone. Walnut was the 
principal wood. Oak came next. Chestnut and pine were also used. 

In all these mouldings which we show under these period headings you will find patterns that can be used 
with other period designs, because all through history we find that one period runs into another, each one 
taking the general forms of something that has gone before and merely elaborating on it.

HIS was probably the most magnificent of the French Periods. It was an age of grandeur; of richly 
carved massive furniture which was suited to the court. Conquest had its influence on the styles. 
The richest of every conquered land was brought into use. 



The acanthus leaf will be found on most of the pieces and these were later combined with shell designs, 
with rock and stalactite forms, with flowers and the human figure, with scrolls and wreaths. Color inlays 
and bronze mounts were all used. 

Legs, arms, backs and sides of chairs were richly carved and very little plain surface was left. A close 
study of the period shows that almost everything that had to do with comfort and luxury was used in the 
carvings of the time. Walnut was principal wood used. 

Mouldings of this period are shown above and other patterns will be found throughout the book. Any 
other carvings you may need for your work in this period can be made for you if you will tell us what you 
want. 

In building a book of this kind it is possible to show only those patterns which have been made up in 
quantities for general consumption. Many special jobs — elaborate carvings — have been installed and never 
been pictured, but we can make anything you desire in carved wood.

CyT^ a § e of inflated wealth, of frivolity, of licentiousness. The appeal was entirely to the senses. 
J4 The furniture represents the spirit of the times. It was built for the boudoir and the reception 
I' room. It was a style of curves — distinctly feminine. Delicate and elaborate carvings were used 
everywhere. There was very little plain space. Shell and broken shell ornaments followed each other 
without regard to construction; wreaths and flowers, floriated lozenge, bean and cartouche were used in 
countless ways as were painting and inlays. 

Bowed cabinets came into being. Cabriole legs were the principal ones used and all of these were richly 
carved; they terminated in scroll feet. Chair backs and seats were broad and comfortable. The backs were 
bowed' and carved. Cupid heads and the human (feminine) figure were used in various combinations. 
You will find many mouldings of this period in the pages preceding and here we give you a few to show 
you the general earmarks of the period. 

The mouldings shown can be used in most of the other periods with perfect propriety as they are more or 
less linked together.

i J^HIS period really began under Louis XV. In the early part of 1700 Herculaneum and Pompeii were 
I ^discovered and excavations brought to light so much of the classic lines that French artists worked with 
V-^ great enthusiasm to produce furniture and decoration with a classic purity. 

Curves were largely done away. The straight leg was nearly always used, turned, tapered, fluted or twisted. 
Carvings, painting and marquetry were used but not so profusely as in the two preceding periods. Oak 
and laurel leaves took the place of the acanthus. The Greek band and other classical emblems were em' 
ployed. Furniture became more delicate; the individual pieces were smaller. 

Flowers, ribbons and wreaths — fine carvings showed the influence of Marie Antoinette; the entire period 
was a direct change over from the elaborate work of the years before. It was an age of daintiness. Wal- 
nut and mahogany were the principal woods used. 

Dainty mouldings, showing the purity of line, will be found here and on other pages to enable you to 
decorate your work according to this period.

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The Age of Oa\ — Elizabethan Period — 15 58' 1649

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/yO HIS period was arbitrarily called Elizabethan though it brings to us the work of several nations. Much 
I O cre ^ it; must ^ e given t0 t ^ ie Italians ^ or tne fi ner wor k of tnis period and it was from their influence 
wAhat most of the better work was done by English workmen but not with the same delicacy of orna- 
ment that characterized the Italian work. 

Much Flemish and German work was imported until Elizabeth introduced prohibitive measures to stop 
imports and to get a greater development of the English workmen. 

The carvings during the period were coarse and flat, the S curve and the C curve being very common, but 
we also find fruits and flowers, cupids, shell designs and interlaced strap work. 

The general work of this period was heavy and coarse, particularly suited to oak. The legs of tables and 
chairs were of the heavy bulbous style, the stretchers were carved in fluted designs with edges of seashell 
patterns — or flatly carved to conform with metal strap work.

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Jacobean Period — 1603 '1649 
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/ >°HERE were many changes in this period due to political conditions. We find the styles changing 
I *"Vrom the more ornate to the extremely plain. Carvings were done in the solid wood and were deeper 
^—^than the Elizabethan. The bun-foot leg came into use. Stretchers were close to the floor. Applied 
mouldings became popular mitered in various geometrical forms. 

During the early period chairs had high backs, but during the middle period were made low and with very 
little comfort. Later they again turned to the high back chairs — even higher than at first and these had 
carved panels — many of them very ornate. 

Spiral twist was used in the columns and we find arched scrolls used between front legs and at the crest 
of chair backs and these were carved elaborately. Several types of legs were used — the Baluster leg, Bul- 
bous leg, Spiral Twist leg, with the Bun foot, Scroll foot and Pear foot. 

Oak was used almost exclusively, though in the late period Walnut came into use and the pieces were for 
dining room and hall, though some living room odd pieces were made.

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William and Mary Period — Dutch and Flemish Influence 
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£"77TTHOUGH this was considered the Age of Walnut it really began with oak. Oak furniture was 
<r4 imported from the Dutch and Flemish and because of its hard texture there was very little carving 
CL/ ^employed. English craftsmen took the general form of the imported furniture and began using 
black walnut — a wood easier to work. 

The first pieces were rather clumsy, but the English later remedied this defect and brought about a feeling 
of comfort that was further emphasized in the following Queen Anne period. The general outlines were 
straight legs, straight sides with curved tops. We find tapered legs, fluted or turned terminating in bun or 
pear-shaped' feet. Stretchers were crossed in the form of an X and where they crossed a finial was often 
used. 

Mouldings and small ornaments were used extensively and we see the acanthus leaf and the cockle shell 
motifs employed. These two patterns seemed to run through all the periods in various ways.

(^yj WOMAN'S influence is again felt in this period and we find a lighter type of furniture shaped to 
_ f4 the body and built for comfort. Chests of 'drawers, high-boys and low-boys and secretaries were 
^brought out in abundance. Women wanted places to put their finery and these "chests of drawers" 1 
in various forms gave them the necessary storage space. 

Walnut was the main wood used until the latter part of the period when mahogany became quite popular. 

The cabriole leg, brought from China, was used almost exclusively and terminated in ball and claw, club, 

web or bun feet. Cabinets had the arch top; chair backs were curved as were the side arms. 

Carvings followed the shell curve, the star, flutes, and the acanthus leaf, veneering and marquetry were 

employed.

/t)H I PPENDALE was a wood carver and was the first designer to leave an impression great enough to 
( , have his work carry his name, though his greatest honors came after he was dead. We find very little 
reference to Chippendale in the history of the time. 
Chippendale's influence covered three changes, first, his work along Gothic Lines; second, French, after 
Louis XV; third, Chinese. He seemed to be a man of impulses and one day he would work on the most 
delicate carvings and another day would bring out something bold and strong. He employed mahogany 
almost exclusively. 

His greatest work was the production of chairs and to him is given credit for the ladder-back chairs and 
the lattice-back and ribbon-back chairs. The pie-crust table is another Chippendale creation though this may 
have come from the Chinese. 

Legs were cabriole on his French styles but straight on his Gothic and Chinese patterns. Carving was the 
principal method of decoration. The ball and claw was a distinguishing feature of his cabriole legs. On his 
stretchers and chair backs he used fretwork extensively..

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Adam — 1765 '1790 
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(7° HE Adam brothers based their work almost entirely on the Italian and Greek classic styles. They were 
lO very much interested in the excavations of Pompeii and spent much time in Italy. They were archi- 
tects by trade and their furniture was made to fit in with their buildings. It is said that their furniture 
featured decoration rather than form and is distinguished by hexagon, octagon and oval panels, enriched 
with acanthus, olive and honeysuckle ornament arranged in units and repeated over the surface. Fluting 
of legs, stretchers and finials also is a distinguishing feature. They used the urn for finials and for decora- 
tions in panels and these were combined with festoons of leaves and flowers. 
From Louis XVI they took the tapered leg and the serpentine swell. 
The Adam style was one of delicate simplicity, rich and neat — one of restful comfort. 

Our selection of mouldings above bring out the best of the Adam mouldings used on all the Adam cre- 
ations. You will find finials and ornaments to accompany these mouldings — turn to section devoted to these 
decorations.

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Hepplewhite and Sheraton — 1760-1820

£*JT /•EPPLEWHITE and Sheraton often get credit for each others work as both followed the same classic 
/y designs. A distinguishing feature of Hepplewhite chairs is the Prince of Wales Plume which Sher- 

C/ 1/ aton never used. Another feature is the shield back which has a plain curved top rail. Sheraton 
used the shield back, but broke the top rail with a small rectangular panel in the center. 
Hepplewhite used mahogany almost exclusively though in later years used satinwood — Sheraton used both 
woods, favoring the satinwood. Delicate carvings, carved rosettes, fine mouldings and marquetry were 
used by both men. 

The modern sideboard was a development of Hepplewhite while the kidney shaped table is credited to 
Sheraton. In the Hepplewhite we find more curves in the arms and backs of chairs while Sheraton leaned 
toward straight line though both were similar in construction. 

The Carved Wood Mouldings shown above are splendid reproductions of the work of these two men.

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Colonial — 17 00-1776 
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/COLONIAL styles were the outgrowth of importations from Holland, England and France. Americans 
I developed a style of their own. They did away with all the non-essentials and built for service. The 
finer pieces were made of mahogany and in these they followed the carvings of the old country styles. 

For general use the colonists turned to native woods and used oak, ash, cherry, apple, hickory and 

maple. These were severely plain at first but later were decorated with simple carvings. 

Colonial furniture has taken a great hold on the present day and homes are built to conform to the early 

styles and furniture and house decoration are in keeping. 

All through this book we show mouldings that can be used for furniture as well as for architectural decora- 
tion. There are various sues and shapes and these are furnished in all the popular woods.

While the general lines were followed by all designers there was much liberty taken— some doing away 
with all carvings, having their pieces severely masculine and heavy, while others used the carvings to 
bring out the richness of the woods used — mahogany, rosewood and ebony. 

The above patterns of Klise Carved Wood Mouldings are suitable for the Empire style and are but a few 
of the many to be found throughout the book. You will also find wood ornaments and rosettes for use in 
Empire creations.
